TERRIFIC ARTILLERY ENGAGEMENT. 



Shells From the Boers' Guns Throw 
Into the Town at a Range 
of Over 6.000 Yards. 



Labtsmith, Oct. 31. -The naval 
brigade arrived Monday morning* at 
half-past nine and commenced .firing 
with six quick firing i/uns with |fireit 
precision. The Boer forty-pounders, 
which had apatn begun to shell thi 
town, were temporarily disabled at the 
third and fifth shots, lirisk fightini. 
is in progress on the right and lef 
flanks. 

The advance was rnnde at dawi 
with the object of shelling the Itoen 
from the position where Sunday thwl 
had mounted a number of puns. O: 
reaching the spot, however, it era 
found that thoy had evacuated the po 
sitiort. The Iiritlsh continued to ad 
vance, and the mov cment develops 
into a reconnoissance in force. Tin 



posed in the following order 
"On the right, three regiment

Infantry advanced, covered bj 
cavalry. The enemy now began tc 
develop a heavy counter attack, and 
as they were in great numerical 
superiority, Gin. White gave order* 
for the lufantry to be gradually with- 
drawn. The movement was carried 
out with great steadiness andfdelibera- 
tion, under cover of our guns, which 
made excellent practice. Some shells 
were thrown into the town from the 
enemy's 40-pounders at a range of over 
0,000 yards, but no damage was done. 

Theengagement lasted several hours 
and resulted on our side In casualties 
estimated at from 90 to 100. Boer 
losses must have largely exceeded thi- 
totaL The attack was admirably de 
livered by oar right and the Boen- 
were fairly driven out of their strong- 
holds near Lombard's kopje. It wac

THE SPANISH COMMISSION RETURNS. 



They Entered Insurgent Lines With 
Money Some Time Ago to Re- 
lieve Spanish Prisoners. 



Compelling Spain to Reeog nlu 



Manila, Oct. 31.— Threo companies 
of Col. Bell's regiment have had two 
encounters with the insurgents near 
La bum and scattered them. The in- 
surgents left four officers and eight 
men dead on the field and the Amer- 
icans captured three prisoners and 
several guns. On the American side 
one man was killed and two officers 
and Bix men were wounded. 

Capt. French took a reconnoitering 
party beyond Labam after he had met 
the enemy, and was reinforced by Maj. 
Bishop with two companies. The in- 
surgents brought up cavalry reinforce- 
ments and there was a second figh 
during which their leader, Maj. Salva- 
dor, was killed and many were wo 
ed and carried away. 

Col. Bell has been given a free hand 
around Bacolor. lie has 00 mounted 
men scouring the country daily and 
they are killing many Filipinos in 
skirmishes. 

The Spanish commission, which en- 
tered the insurgent lines a mouth ago 
with money to relieve the wants of 
several thousand 'military and civil 
Spanish prisoners, returned to Angeles 
Monday. The commissioners report 
that they spent most of the timi 
Tarlac and vicinity, where there 
some 2,700 sick Spaniards in the hos- 
pital. The Filipinos ill-treat and ill- 
feed them, refusing to surrender them, 
as well as the other Spanish prisoners, 
in the hope of compelling Spain 

iize the independence of the 



recogni 
island. 



From TaTlac to Bamban, about two- 
thirds of the way, the commissioners 
traveled by train on the Manila- 
Dagupan railway. The remainder c 
the journey from Bamban to Angclt 
they made on foot, and escorted b 
handsomely mounted Filipino cavalrj 
They were received between the ou 
posts by a member of Gen. Mac Arthur 
staff, and were brought by train t 
Manila. Thore are 14 American prii 
oners they say at Tarlac all of whom 
are well treated. Lieut. J. C. Gill- 
more, of the United States gunboat 
Yorktown, who fell into the hands of 
the Insurgents at Baler, on the east 
coast of Luzon, last April, where the 
Yorktown had gone on a special mis- 
sion to relieve the Spanish garrison, Is 
at Bingat. 

The commissioners have brought a 
letter to Gen. Otis from arelative of the 
murdered Filipino, Gen. Luna, who 
wishes to avenge the assassination by 
Aguinaldo's offioers and who asks a 
personal Interview with the military 
governor. According to the commis- 
sioners' statement Agulnaldo, who U 
still at Tarlao with 3,000 trobpa, wishes 
to continue the war, although ho has 
a high opinion of the American officers 
and soldiers. Gen. Lawton he calls 
•'El Oenereal de la Noche" (the night 
general), because that commander has 
attacked him so often in the dark- 
ness that he never knows when to look 
for him 

Aguinaldo is said to be well supplied 
with arms and ammunition and he is 
able to get plenty of rice from the 
northern province. 

With the Spanish commissioners 
came a large number of women, the 
families of eight prominent officers of 
the Filipino army, who recently ap- 
plied to Gen. Otis for permission to 
send their families to Manila, Upon 
the receipt of the military governor's 
reply, the nature of which has not 
been disclosed, the wonen and children 
started under escort, from Tarlao for 
the American lines. When they ar- 
rived Monday Gen. MacArthur com- 
pelled them to halt about a mile be- 
yond our outposts where tney will re- 
main while their credentials are being 
examined. 

L'»tog Armored Train*. 

London, Oct. 31.— The Capo Town 
correspondent of the Daily Mall says 
he learns that CoL Baden Powell, 
British commander at Mafeking, has 
laid a railway in a complete circle 
around Mafeking, and Is running ar- 
mored trains around town, ready to 
meet the Boers at any point.

Mr. Hobart 
has not been able to attend to 
his private affairs for the past two 
or three days, and an intimate friend 
has heen given power of attorney to 
sign checks and to attend to other 
matters of that character.
